AN ACT Creating a new precinct in the county of Ber- 
nalillo. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico : — 

Section 1. That all that part of the county of Ber- 
nalillo included within three miles to the east of the Bio defined. 
Puerco, on the west side of said county, embracing fif- 
teen miles, commencing at Los Quelites, on the north, is 
hereby organized as the precinct of the Rio Puerco, No. 
14, county of Bernalillo, with the same judicial privileges 
as the other precincts of said county ; provided, that the 
boundaries of said precinct shall not conflict with the 
boundaries of the county of Valencia.

pointed, commissioners to locate, survey and construct an 
acequia commencing at such point in the acequia madre, 
above the town of Las Cruces, that may be designated by 
a majority of the commissioners, and running from thence 
through the town of Las Cruces to the south, and contin* 
uing through the main street to the rear of the town and 
east of the Church, and entering the actual acequia above 
the mill owned by N. Granjean ; also to survey and con- 
struct such contra acequias as shall be considered neces- 
sary by the commission for supplying all parts of the 
town with water ; and to build the bridges necessary in 
the various streets, and street-crossings in the line of such 
acequias. 

Sec. 2. That immediately upon the receipt of this 
meeting to be act by said commissioners, they shall hold a public meet- 
ing in the town of Las Cruces, and shall proceed to make 
a survey of the acequias as contemplated in the foregoing 
section, and to make maps or drawings of the same 
which shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the pro- 
bate court of the county of Dona Ana. 

That the said commissioners are hereby em- 
powered to raise subscriptions of money to pay the costs 
in the construction of said bridges mentioned in the first 
section of this act.

Sec. 5* That for failure on the part of any person to 

perform the services as required in the preceding section,

ces ; the said fine to be recovered before any justice of 
the peace in the county, in the same manner that other ject to pay a 
debts are collected, and to be by them expended in the ^®' 
construction and repairing of said acequias. 

That the same penalties now provided by law 
for the obstruction and interference with acequias shall

Sec. 8. That it is hereby made the duty of the Sec-

Sec. 9. That this act shall be in force from and after 
its passage and approval ; and all laws and parts of laws 
in conflict with this act are repealed.

peace are hereby authorized to place them in custody, bat 
this shall not be for more than eight days ; if after this 
length of time the owner does not appear, said animal or 
animals shall be transmitted by said justice to the county 
seat of his respective county ; the probate judge of the 
same shall proceed in conformity with the law for control- 
ling animals. 

Sec. 2. That no justice of the peace after having had 
any animal or animals presented to him as having done 
damage, shall deliver the same to their owners until they

Whereas John Martin, at great expense and labor, has 
sunk a well in the place known as the ^^^leman,*' oq 
the Jornada del Muerto in the county of Socorro, New 
Mexico, and has procured in said well an abundant 
supply of pure and good water ; 

Whereas this discovery of a supply of water at this point 
which is half way across the desert of ninety miles, is 
a great public benefit, the high road above and below 
to the Rio Grande having become known as < 'the jour- 
ney of death," necessarily caused by this desert; 

Whereas the said John Martin with great danger to his 
life from the attacks of hostile Indians, in exposing 
himself at the Aleman, and in danger of losing what he 
had invested in this great enterprise, persevered in his 
efforts until he was crowned with success. 

Tli^'refore, for the foregoing reasons, and at the same 
time acknowledging the importance and value to New 
Mexico of the undertaking of Mr. John Martin, that 
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has secured an abundant supply of water for the ''Al- 
eman :" 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, That he shall be excepted from 
taxation for twenty years. 

Section 1. That John Martin is hereby excepted 
from the payment of any territorial or county tax for the 
carrying on of any business in the Aleman in the Jornadi 
del Muerto, supposed to be in the county of Socorro, 
New Mexico. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of the preceding section shall 
be applicable to any person whatsoever who shall discov- 
er a sufficient supply of good and pure water in said Jor- 
nada del Muerto, not nearer than twenty [miles] to said 
Aleman, or in the Magdalena canon or near the same, or 
on the road from La Mesilla to Finos Altos, in New 
Mexico*

Your memorialists the two houses of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory ofNew Mexico, earnestly but' 
respectfully represent unfo your honorable bodies that' 
the numerous predatory bands of Indians who inhabit thd" 
extreme soutfiefh phrt of this Territory, have been hos- 
tile for^years, and at continual warfare with our citizens,- 
destroying annually a vast amount of property and killing* 
large numbers of our people. 

And although the military nuthoritiee stationed amoiig 
i^'havfe been actrve^and vigilant in their endeavors td 
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^protect our people and property from the incessant de-^ 
predations of these hostile bands of marauders, experif 
>ence has shown that the means at the disposal of the 
General Commanding in this military district is altogether 
insufficient to render that aid and protection to our people 
and property which the circumstances in the case require ; 
and owing to this want of sufficient protection 49ome of the 
most desirable agricultural lands in the Territory remain 
wild and uncultivated » and some of the richest mineral 
localities undeveloped ; those large alluvial bottom lands 
on the Eio Gila, within the limits of this Territory, and 
among the richest in the world, situated in a salubrious 
and healthy climate, and of sufficient extent to support a 
large population, would in a short time, it is confidently 
believed, with the necessary protection, be settled up and 
.under cultivation. 

Tour memorialists therefore most constantly pray that 
additional troops be sent to this Territory, and that a new 
military post be established on the Gila river at or near 
the site of the ol^ military post known as Fort West,. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Whilst in tlie first place, 'it' would secure' tb^ intibrtets ' 
of the government, in the sebond, it wo«MHbe a metanr'of 
protection for the goods and lives of the entire Territery, 
and thirdly, would give the counties of Socoiro, Yaiencia 
and Bernalillo, relief from the continual incursions of the 
various bands of Indians which we have to the westward 
of these three counties 5 and which at every step commit 
depredations, now unavoidable on account of'the great 
distances from Forts Craig and Wingate; And at the 
same time when this frontier shall be in this manner pro- 
tected, a great number of workmen and intelligent miners 
will prospect said mountains, and multiply ijbe operations 
and discoveries ; morie gold and silver will be found, 
which solely on account of the fear ot the banded tribes 
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which Borrounded aS| onr intelligent men' and neighbors 
have been deprived of the use of in said counties.

Your petitioners farther represent* that in consequence 
of the increase of population in this Territory, your pe- 
titioners, the Legislative Assembly of this Territory , for 
the purpose of legislating wisely and with justice to their 
constituents, have considered it proper to create new 
counties to facilitate the administration of justice in this 
Territory, and to the end that these and other counties 
which in the future may be created in this Territory 
may be directly represented in these bodies. 

Your petitioners, therefore, very respectfully pray of 
your honorable bodies, that the number of senators for 
the Legislative Council of this Territory be increased to 
eighteen instead of thirteen as now, and the number of 
members of the House ofKepresentatives of this Territory 
be increased to thirty-six instead of twenty^-si^: as now 
existing. 

Your petitioners further represent, that this Territory 
being of such vast extent, three district judges are in* 
sufficient for the carrying on the administration of jus- 
tice in this Territor, and your petitioners therefore pray 
of your honorable bodies, that the T<erritory be divided 
into four judicial districts in place of three as heretofore 
and that an additional associate judge be appointed, 
which would greatly facilitate the administration of jus-

Memorial To the honorable Senate and House of Bep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled: 

Your memorialists, the Council and House of Bepre* 
eentatives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, assembled in session, with the most pro- 
found respect supplicate of your honorable bodies that 
whereas on the 7th of September, 1867, the Kiowa In- 
dians attacked the trains of Albino Ortega and Juan Lu- 
cero, residents of the county of San Miguel m the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, at or about fifteen miles to the east 
of Fort Dodge in the state of Kansas ; and whereas the 
above mentioned claimants at the time of such attack that 
was made upon the same, were bringing government 
freight as freighters of the government, which freight they 
were hauling from Fort Harker to Fort Dodge ; and 
whereas the commanding officer at Fort Harker, Kansas, 
gave to said trains a small and insignificant escort of col- 
ored troops, who ran away at the time that the large band 
16 
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of Kiowas attacked thB already mentioned trains, leaving 
alone the owners of the trains with the few teamsters that 
they had, who there fought until the trains together with 
the government property was by force taken from them ; 
and where the greater part of the property which they 
had occupied in the transportation of such public goods^ 
amounting to $4,265 00, and for which they have been 
unable to obtain any payment, although their claims have 
been already registered in the proper department $ solely 
hoping that Congress will make an appropriation by 
means of an act, sufficient for the final adjustment of said 
payment. 

Your honorable bodies , to the end of finding the most 
proper mode of giving credit to the purity and good faith 
of said claim, can refer to Messrs. Sanborn & King, as 
agents of said claim, and who have in their possession all 
the evidence relative to the matter, and the facts of the 
case it is thought may induce your honorable bodies to 
pass a bill for the relief of said claimants, who have lost 
their all and the source from which they gained a subsis- 
tence for themselves and families, and who since that time 
have suflFered extreme poverty, caused by the barbarous 
inhumanity of those who ^ are fattened at the cost of the 
citizens of our Territory, and whose history of wrongs, 
robberies and assassinations is well known to your hon- 
orable bodies. 

And your memorialists asking for the relief of our said 
claimants, with the most profound respect, supplicate the 
dignified and magnanimous action of our government in 
their favor, and that the rule of justice by which your 
honorable bodies are governed may be applied in their 
case. 
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And as in dufy bonnd your memorialiats will ever pray.

Mbmobial to the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
bled : 

The Legislature of the Territory of New Mexico re- 
spectfully submits this its memorial, and urgently asks 
your favorable consideration thereof. 

Your honorable bodies are well aware that the war of 
1846 and 1847 with Mexico, resulted in the treaty ot 
peace of Guadalupe Hidalgo, concluded in the month of 
February, 1848, by which New Mexico passed under the 
jurisdiction and authority of the United States. At the 
beginning of the war, there were within the present lim- 
its of the Territory some sixty thousand souls, and sueh t 
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independent tribes of Indians in New Mexico 9 that the in* 
habitants could pur8tt^ their well established avocations 
of cultivating the soil, pasturing their flocks, and working 
the numerous mines of precious metals, in reasonable 
peace and security. Large quantities of fine lands sup- 
plie4 them witl^ all the necessaries, and numerous herda 
of cattle, sheep and horses grazed upon the prairies, while 
the numerous mines of the Territory gave a certain and 
profitable yield to the miner, even with his crude and 
costly manner of working them, and if the people ot the 
Territory of New Mexico had been permitted to remain 
in the enjoyment of the property they had at the time of 
the occupation of their country, in 1846, it is confidently 
believed that the population thereof would have increased 
in a very great degree, and that their live stock and the 
product of the mines would likewise have largely increas-^ 
ed ; but such has been the misfortune of the people that 
the most of the mines have been abandoned, and the sav* 
age has left them but a small portion of their stock. The 
implacable war waged by the hostile Indians, has cost the 
Territory the lives of many of its most enterprising citi^ 
zens ; the entire population has been exposed to the cm^ 
elfies of the savages, and our wives and children have 
been carried into captivity to be thence ransomed by their 
relatives at a ruinous cost. We are not unmindful of the 
good intentions of the United States in regard to afford- 
ing us protection, or of the large sums of money ex- 
pended to that end ; but their repeated efforts and the 
immense sums expended have not attained the desired ob- 
ject, and the condition of the Territory, notwithstanding 
these efforts, is to-day as unsatisfactory as ever, and were 
it not for the hope that animates our people, that it is the 
object of the government to open up our Territory to the 
.ymrlil^. which is the onlv wav to secure to ua the nrotee^ 
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ti6n and peace we desire, we ehQuId despair of our wel- 
fare and prosperity. 

The railroad, which now extends some three hundred 
miles west of the Mississippi river towards this Territory, 
having a connection with all the opulent eastern cities 
and sections of the United States^ will, if established to- 
wards the Bio Grande along the proposed route to the 
Pacific ocean, afford to our Territory all the advantages 
which the government has heretofore endeavored to af- 
ford us as citizens of the United States through increased 
expenditures of money. We beg that your honorable 
bodies w31 provide means for the construction and con- 
tinuation of this road to New Mexico, as a measure the 
most powerful and the most economical for our protec- 
tion, and as a means best adapted to the lessening of the 
large expenditures necessary in this country. 

We beg to be permitted to remind your honorable 
Dodies that a large majority of our people was found here 
and made citizens of the United States, and that hitherto 
we lived in almost continual peace #itb those who are 
now oiir worst enemies, that we Weife by a solemn treaty 
of peiac6 gt^atanteed protection ; that we are in otir opita* 
ion entitled, as citizens of the United States, to a protec- 
tion equal to that enjoyed by the other citizens of the 
government. 

In this our mfemorial to ydur honorable bodies upon a 
subject of such vital importance to the people of this Ter- 
ritory, and in view of the i)iode proposed to secure the 
object sought to be obtained, we are not unmindful that 
its success must depend upon the business which, besides 
that afforded by the government, the railroad would cer** 
tainly enjoy. With' tecurity afforded to our people there 
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is no limit to the raifiing of domeBtic liv0 stock, fiucb ffm 
cattle, horses, mules and sheep, as well as hides and wool 
which woald be produced in immense quantities, whilo 
the product of the inexhaustible gold, silver, copper, coal 
iron and other mines, will forever find their only limits 
^n the labor |employed in working them. It may be 
asserted with all safety that with a railroad completed 
from the Raton mountains to Finos Altos, thus opening 
up five hundred ipiles of mineral territory, the yield ^f 
the mines of New Mexico would immediately be five mil* 
lions of dollars at the least, an amount to be everforth 
steadily on the increase. The roaid would necessarily be 
self-sustaining here, and would reimburse to the govern* 
ment all the money it had advanced for its construction, 
while it would contribute materially towards enriching 
the nation, with which all kinds of business would keep 
pace in the march oi progress. Even with «the compara* 
tively low prices of other Ineaps of transportation the 
ro^d would, with a well established schedule, certainly 
r^ipiburse the government all the facilities it had aiforded 
it towards its construction, whether in the w^y of bonds 
or. ptherwise,, which construction ought to be verified as 
early as practicable. Besides these considerations, the 
government could aflford prqtection to our ^epple at less 
expense, and it would save the expenditure of ;^arjge sums 
of money in the transportation of troops and provisions 
from the Missouri river to the Territories of New Mexico 
and Arizona, and it would ensure to the people of the 
United States an increase of a lucrative trade and hnsi- 
siness with the adjacent states of the Republic of Meadeo, 
which would be of incaleulai^ benefit to the present and 
future generatioDS, and would^edound to the magaaiuai- 
ity and wisdom of our government. 
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For these reasone we einoerely pray that your honora- 
ble bodiea wQl extend [to the railroad here referred to] 
in grants of lands or goyernment bonds, aid similar to 
that which has been afforded to the Union Pacific Bail- 
road. If this shall be done the road will open up for the 
government and to civilization an extent of mineral coun- 
try of incalculable value, and the act would be an imper- 
ishable monument to the wisdom and progress of the age. 

Besolved further, That the Hon. Secretary of the Ter- 
ritory be authorized to transmit a copy of the foregoing 
memorial to his excellency the President of the United 
States, one copy each to the members of his cabinet, to 
General Grant the President of Uie United States eleot, 
and also one copy each to the senators and membe/'S of 
the Congress, and that the Secretary of the Council and 
chief clerk of the House of Representatives jointly trans- 
mit a copy of the above memorial to the Hon. J. Fran- 
cisco^' Chaves, under the signatures of the presiding of- 
ficers of the two houses composing this Legislative As* 
sembly.

they have been entirely deprived of mail communication ; 
and that that which until now has been established is at 
Fort Union, from which post ofBce the mail matter haa 
to return to Mora, and in the same manner to San Mi* 
guel, being a great loss of time, and damaging to the in- 
terests of both counties ; therefore 

Your memorialists respectfully request of your honora^ 
ble bodies that a new mail route-be established from the- 
town of Las Vegas in the county of San Miguel, to the 
town of San Gertrudis in the oounty of Mora, to go by 
the Sapello road, and that a post office be established at 
the junction of the Sapello and Manuelitas rivers, this be- 
ing at a distance of thirty miles, whilst that already es-- 
tablished has to make a circuit of fifty-two milea. 

The attention of your honorable bodies ought to be 
called to the preference that until now has been given to 
the other counties of this Territory in relation to postal 
routes ; and what has now been asked is not more than 
justice, and is claimed as the equal rights and protection 
due to our constituents on the part of our magnanimous 
government. 

As in duty bound, your memorialists will^ ever pray.

Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico, earnestly but 
respectfully represent unto your honorable bodies that 
the greater number onr citizens have in their possession 
and are owners of grants of land granted to them by the 
governments of Spain and Mexico, which grants have 
not as yet been investigated nor determined by the Sur- 
veyor Oenejal of the United States for New Mexico, nor 
have your honorable bodies taken any action thereon re- 
garding the confirmation of th^se grants to their respec- 
tive and original . grantees;

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It is the sacred duty of your memorialists, to manifoft 
* to your honorable bodies that many of the grants of lands 
of which our citizens are owner, have been abandoned 
by them in consequence of the continual depredations of 
the savage Indians who run unrestrained through New- 
Mexico and who have obliged them to,< desert their pro- 
perty, by reason of which abandonment, after pacifica- 
tion of some of the tribes of Indians, many of our citi- 
zens have taken possession of lands belonging and granted 
to others, and the owners are now obliged to establish 
suits for the recovery of their rights. 

Your memorialists confiding in the piagnanimity and 
good judgment of your honorable bodies, and at the same 
time in the just prerogatives that were guarantied to them 
by the solemn treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, cannot do 
less than rest in the assurance of protection in the pos- 
session of their property. 

Yonr memorialists for the purpose of obviating ques- 
tions within themselves, with respect, to grants, guaran- 
tied to them by the governments ef ^Spain and Mexico, 
very respectfully pray your honorable bodies that the 
United States Surveyor GeneraKfor New Mexico be 
ordered and directed to make a careful examination of 
the grants referred to, survey the same, and send his 
report to your honorable bodies for your decision and 
determination in the matter. 

Your memorialists cannot>do less Uian hope that your 

^ honorable bodies will not fail to protect our citizens in 

the peaceful enjoyment of the property that has been 

granted to them as aforesaid, and which the United 

States government is obliged to respect aud protect b^y 

jr the sovereign treaty of Guadalupe HiJalgo.

for the following amongst niany other reasons. 

Ist* Since his appoinfinent to said.fffice he has not 
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resided in his district as is required by the prbvisioniTof^ 
section 10 of the organic act of this Territory. 

2d, Neglect of duty in not holding court in the coun* 
ties of his district as required by kw, and not attending 
to business in chambers ;: as by not living in his district, 
but residing in the state of Texas, or in rismote parts of 
this Territory from his district, it has been altikost impos- 
sible to get any business attended to before hiof,' except 
it should [Please him to visit bis district to hold court ia 
the same. 

8d. His partizanship m having united with Governor 
Mitchell and others in signing and forwarding a document 
to Andrew Johnson, Pr^&idenlf of the United States, 
pledging support to his administration against die Con-' 
gress of the United States. 

4th. His direct violation of law in having engaged in 
the practice of law, while he was a United States District 
Judge. 

5tb. His illegal and incorrect decisions, as exhibited 
by many of his decisions as a judge, and particularly his 
decisions denying the right of appeal from his court in 
certain cases in the state of Texas, and which decisions 
may be seen by reference to the records of his court* 

Wherefore the people of New^ Mexico, and especially 
the people of Judge Houghton's district, have lost all 
confidence in the ability, integrity or fidelity of said Joab 
Houghton as a judge ; and we your memorialists before 
named respectfully ask the immediate removal of the 
Hon. Joab Houghton as Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the Territory of New Mexico, and*tbat the Hon.
